REPLY TO ELECTION OF SPECIES REQUIREMENT

Sir: 

In reply to the Election of Species Requirement dated April 4, 2006, the following 
remarks are respectfully submitted in connection with the above-identified application. 

REMARKS 

The Examiner has required an election in the present application between: 
Species 1, a method of fabricating a photocatalytic fluorescent lamp using an acid-type of 
anatase; 

Species 2, a method of fabricating a photocatalytic lamp using a base-type of anatase; 

Species 3, a method of fabricating a photocatalytic lamp by first mixing the chelating and 
Ti(OR) then adding water; 

Species 4, a method of fabricating a photocatalytic lamp by first mixing the chelating and 
water, then doping with Ti(OR); 

Species 5, a method of fabricating a photocatalytic lamp, the step of coating the anatase 
Ti02 solution comprises coating the anatase Ti02 on the glass before the lamp is fabricated; and 
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Species 6, a method of fabricating a photocatalytic lamp, the step of coating the anatase 
Ti02 solution comprises coating the anatase Ti02 on the glass after the lamp is fabricated. 

For the purpose of examination of the present application, Applicants elect Species 
2, with traverse. Claim 3 is directed to the elected species. As acknowledged by the 
Examiner, at least claims 1, 8 and 9 are generic. 

It is respectfully submitted that it should be no undue burden on the Examiner to consider 
all claims in the single application. Moreover, because at least generic claim 1 should be in 
condition for allowance, this Election of Species Requirement should also be overcome and 
withdrawn. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, favorable reconsideration and an 
early Notice of Allowance are earnestly solicited.
